RICH  MAN  AND  LAZARUS 
PART  2 


The  rich  man  in  Luke  16  found  his  identity  in  the  fact  that  he 
was  rich.  Once  that  was  gone,  all  was  lost.  He  had  no  hope.  In 
verse  23,  we  find  the  rich  man  in  Hades,  where  he  was  in  tor¬ 
ment.  He  asks  Abraham  to  send  Lazarus  to  “ dip  the  tip  of  his 
finger  in  water  and  cool  my  tongue .”  This  would  be  the  job  of  a 
servant  of  slave.  As  inappropriate  as  it  might  be,  the  rich  man 
is  still  trying  to  order  Lazarus  around.  There  has  been  a  com¬ 
plete  reversal  of  roles,  but  the  rich  man  is  blind  to  it.  He  is  still 
clinging  to  his  old  identity  and  status.  In  his  mind  he  is  the  rich 
man,  the  one  who  should  be  served.  Let  Lazarus  serve  me, 
even  in  the  after-life.  This  level  of  denial  is  astonishing. 

In  verses  27-28  we  read;  send  Lazarus  to  my  family,  fori  have  five 
brothers.  Let  him  warn  them,  so  that  they  will  not  also  come  to  this  place 
of  torment.  He  asks  for  Lazarus  to  be  sent  to  warn  his  brothers. 
They  need  a  proper  warning.  The  implication  is  that  he  did  not 
have  a  warning.  Did  you  notice  what  he  did  not  ask  for?  He 
did  not  ask  for  forgiveness.  The  rich  man  does  not  believe  he 
is  guilty  of  anything.  It’s  not  his  fault. 

The  rich  man  found  his  identity  in  being  rich  and  clung  to  it 
even  in  torment.  He  does  not  ask  for  forgiveness  and  he  does 
not  ask  to  be  allowed  to  leave.  He  is  Hades  and  still  clings  to 
his  old  identity  without  apology  or  plea. 

C.  S.  Lewis  and  some  prominent  theologians  have  an  interest¬ 
ing  idea  about  hell.  They  say  that  hell  is  just  your  freely  chosen 
identity  going  on  forever.  Hell  is  always  something  you  choose, 
and  you  are  there  only  as  long  as  you  choose.  Of  course,  no 
one  chooses  to  leave.  They  cannot  make  another  choice  be¬ 
cause  they  love  the  identity  they  chose  in  life. 

In  our  deepest  thoughts,  we  either  ask  God  to  be  our  God  or 
we  ask  Him  to  leave  us  alone.  In  Romans  chapter  one,  Paul 
explains  the  wrath  of  God.  He  uses  the  same  phrase  three 
times.  “God  gave  them  over.”  He  finally  let  them  have  their 
way.  It  is  not  a  matter  of  God  deciding  to  punish  them.  He  just 
“gave  them  over”  to  their  own  choices. 

If  anyone  does  not  eventually  say  to  God,  “Thy  will  be  done.” 
God  will  one  day  say,  “okay,  have  it  your  way,  thy  will  be 
done.”  We  must  be  people  who  bow  our  knees  before  God 
and  earnestiy  pray,  “Thy  will  be  done.”  Whose  will  do  we  want 
to  be  done  in  our  lives?  This  is  the  question  that  will  determine 
where  we  spend  eternity.
